( 1 ) These regulations shall apply to all the employees of 
the Commission , except 
( a ) workmen as defined in the standing orders for con 

tingent employees; 
( b ) Government servants working in the Commission in 

respect of whom there are separate provisions . 
( 2 ) Nothing in these regulations shall operate to deprive 
any employee of any right or privilege to which he is 
entitled 

( a ) by or under any law for the time being in force ; or 
( b ) by the terms or conditions of service , or any agree 

ment, subsisting between such person and the 

Government; or 
( c ) by the terms of any agreement subsisting between 

him and the Commission at the commencement of 
these regulations. 


( 3 ) Where it is considered necessary to make provisions 
in respect of an employee , inconsistent with any of these re 
gulations , the authority making the appointment, with the 
prior approval of the Commission may by agreement with 
such employee , make such provisions and thereupon these 
regulations shall not apply to such employee to the extent to 
which the provisions so made are inconsistent therewith . 


4 . AUTHORITY TO MAKE APPOINTMENTS 

Subject to the provisions of clause (a ) of the proviso to 
section 15 of the Act, all appointments to posts or services 
in the Commission shall be made by the Commission : 

Provided that the Commission may, by a general or special 
order and subject to such conditions , if any as it may specify 
in such order, delegate to any other authority the polver to 
make such appointments . 


5 . GENERAL 
( 1 ) Every employee shall at all times -- 

( a ) maintain absolute integrity ;

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( b ) No employce shall in the perturnike of h : official 
duties ur in the cxcrcise of powers content on him , act 
otherwise than in his best judgement except when he is acting 
under the direction of his official superior and shall, where 
he is acting under such direction , obtain the direction in 
writing. wherever practicable , and where it is not practicable 
to obtain the direction in writing, he shall obtain written 
confirmation of the direction as soon as therca. fter is possible . 
Explanut:0 !1. - --Nosiing in clause ( 1 ) of sub- regulation ( 2 ) 

shall be construed as empowering an employee to 
evade hs responsibilities by sceking instructions 
from or approval of a superior officer or authority 
when such instructions are not necessary under the 
scheme of distribution of powers and responsibilities.

( 2 ) An employee shall not absent himself from duty with 
out having obtained the permission of the competent authority . 

( 3 ) No einployee shall leave the station where he is posted , 
without obtain .ng pievious permission from his immediate 
superior officer unless otherwise so authorised by the com 
petent authority .

9. JOINING OF SSOCIATIONS BY EMPLOYEES 

No employee shall join , or continue to be a member of, 
an association the objects or activities of which are prejudicial 
to the interests of the sovereignty and integrity of India , pub 
lic order or morality . 


10 . DEMONSTRATION AND STRIKES - - 
No employee shall 
( a ) engage himself or participate in any demonstration 

which involves inc tement to an offence ; 
( b ) resoit to or in any way abet any form of strike or 

coercion or physical duress in connection with any 
matter pertaining to his service or the service of any 

other employee of the Commission . 
Explanation.- In this regulation . " strike" shall have the same 

meaning as in clause ( q ) of Section 2 of the Indus 
trial Disputes Act, 1947 ( 14 of 1947 ) . 


: 


( 1 ) No employee shall use his position or influence 
directly or indirectly to secure employment for any member 
of his family in any private undertaking . 

(2 ) No employee shall, except with the previous sanction 
of the competent authority , permit any member of his famiiv 
to accept employment with any private firm with which he has 
official dealings or with any other firm having official deal 
ings with the Commission : 

Provided that where the acceptance of the employment 
cannot await the prior sanction of the competent authority , 
the employment may be accepted provisionally subject to the 
ultimate sanction of the competent authority , to which the 
matter shall be reporter forthwith . 

( 3 ) No employee shall, in the discharge of his official 
duties , deal in any matter with , or give or sanction any con 
tract to , any firm or any other person if any member of his 
family is employed in that firm or under that person or if 
he or any member of his family is interested in such matter 
or contract and the employee shall refer every such matter 
or contract to the competent authority and the matter or the 
contract shall thereafter be disposed of according to the 
instructions of the said authority .

assisting in any other manner , any such movement or activity 
and where an employee is unable to prevent a member of 
his family from takine part in . or subscribing in aid of, or 
assisting in v other manncr any such movement or activity . 
he shall male a icport to that effect to the Commission . 

( 2 ) Jf an " question arises whether any movement or acti . 
vity falls within the scone of sub -regulation ( 1 ) the question 
shall be rcfcrted to the Government for lecis on . 

( 3 ) No employee shall canvass or otherwise interfere or 
use his influence in connection with , oi take part in , an elec 
tion to any legislature or local authority ; 
Provided that 
a ) 99 amployee qualified to vote at such election may 

exercise his right to yote , but where he does so , 


11. CONNECTION WITH PRESS OR RADIO 

( 1 ) No employce shall, except with the previous sanction 
of the Commission , own wholly or in part or conduct or 
participate in the editing or management of any newspaper 
or other periodical publication . 

(2 ) No employee shall, except with the previous sanction 
of the Commission or any other authority empowered by it 
in this behalf , or in the bonafide discharge of his duties , 
publish a book himself or through a publisher, or contribute 
an article to a book or a compilation of articles, or participate 
in a radio broadcast or contribute any article or write a letter 
to a newspaper or periodical, either in his own name or 
anonymously or pseudonymously or in the name of any 
other person in or outside the Commission : 
Provided that no such sanction shall be required 
( a ) if such publication is through a publisher and is of 

a purely literary , artistic or scientific character and 
does not include any scientific , technical or econo 
mic data pertaining to the work , plans or operations 
of the Commission for the development of petroleum 
resources and the production and sale of petroleum 
and petroleum products produced by it and for 
matters connected therewith or pertaining to the oil 

or gas bearing areas of the Commission ; 
( b ) if such broadcast, contribution or writing is of a 

purely literary artistic or scientific character and 
does not include any scientific , technical or econo 
mic data pertaining to the work , plans or operations 
of the Commission for the development of petro 
leum resources and the production and sale of 
petroleum and petroleum products produced by it 
and for matters connected therewith or pertaining to 
the oil or gas bearing areas of the Commission , 


12 . CRITICISM OF GOL’ERNMENT OR COMMISSION - - 

No employee shall in any radio broadcast or in any docul 
ment published under his name or in the name of any other 
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person or in any communication to the press, or in any public 
utterances , make any statement : 
( a ) which has the effect of an adverse criticism of any 

policy or action of the Central Government or a 

State Government or of the Commission ; or 
( b ) which is capable of embarrassing the relations be 

tween the Commission and the public : 
Provided that nothing contained in this regulation shall 
apply to 

( i ) any statements or views which are of purely factual 

nature and are not considered to be of a confiden 
tial nature and are made or expresset by an em 
ployee in his official capacity or in due performance 

of the duties assigned to him ; 
( ii ) any bonafide expression of views by an employee as 

an office bearer of a recognised trade union for the 
purpose of safeguarding the conditions of service 
of the employees or for securing an improvement 
thercof. 


13 . EVIDENCE BEFORE COMMU1TEE OR ANY OTHER 
AUTHORITY - 


( 2 ) An employee may accept gifts from his near relatives 
on occasions such as weddings, anniversaries, funerals or 
religious functions, when the making of gifts is in conformity 
with the prevailing religious or social practices , but he shall 
make a report to the competent authority , if the value of the 
gifts exceeding Rs. 500 / -. 

( 3 ) An employee may , on such occasions as are specified 
in sub - regulation ( 2 ) , accept gifts from his personal friends 
having no official dealings with him , but he shall make a 
Icport to the competent authority , if the value of the gifts 
exceeds Rs. 250 / 

( 4 ) In any casc not falling under sub-regulation ( 2 ) or 
sub - regulation ( 3 ) , an employee shall not accept any gifts 
without the sanction of the competent authority , if the value 
thereof excecds Rs. 250 / 

Provided that when more than one gift has been recevied 
fron the same person or firm within a period of 12 months , 
the matter shall be reported to the competent authority if 
the aggregate value of the gifts so received exceeeds Rs. 250 / -. 
17. PUBLIC RECEPTION IN HONOUR OF EMPLOYEES 

No employee shall, except with the previous sanction of 
the Commission , rece .ve any complimentary or valentictory 
address or accept any testimonial or attend any meeting or 
entertainment held in his honour , or in the honour of any 
other employee : 
Provided that nothing in this regulation shall apply to 
(a ) a farewell entertainment of a substantially private 

and informal character held in honour of an em 
ployee or any other employee on the occasion of 
his retirement or transfer or any person who has 

recently quit the Service ; or 
( b ) the acceptance of simple and inexpensive entertain 

Inents arranged by public bodies or institutions. 
NOTE . - - Exercise of pressure on influence of any sort on 

any employee to induce li m to subscribe towards 
any farewell entertainments even if it is of a sub 
stantially private or informal cliaracter , and the 
collection of subcriptions from the inployees whose 
maximum of the scale of pay does not exceed 
Rs. 620 / - per mensem under any circumstances for 
the entertainment of any employee not belonging to 
the category of posts whosc maximum of the scale 
of pay does not exceed Rs. 620 /- per mensem is 
forh dden . 


( 1 ) Save us provided in sub -regulation ( 3 ) , no employee 
shall, except with the previous sanction of the Commission . 
give evidence in connection with any inquiry conducted by 
any person , Committee or authority . 

( 2 ) Where any sanction has been accorded under sub 
regulation ( 1 ), no employee giving such ev dence shall criti 
cise the policy or any action of the Central Government or 
of a State Government or the Commission . 
( 3 ) Nothing in this regulation shall apply to - - 
( a ) evidence given at an inquiry before an authority 

appo nted bv the Central Government, a State Gov 
ernment, the Commission Parliament or a State 

Legislature ; or 
( b ) evidence given in any judicial inquiry ; or 
( c ) eviilence given at any departmental inquiry odcied 

by authorities subordinate to the Commission , 


14 . UNAUTHORISED COMMUNICATION OF INFORM14 

TION - 


( 1 ) No employee shall , except in accordance with any 
general or special order of the Commission or in the perform 
ance in good faith of the duties assigned to him , communi 
cate directly or indirectly , any official document or any pari 
thereof or information to any officer or other employee , or 
any other person to whom he is not authorised to communi 
cato such document or information . 

( 2 ) No employee shall give any press interviews without 
prior permission of the competent authority . 


18 . PRILATE TRADING 

( 1 ) No cmployce shall . except with ihe previous sanction 
of the competent authority , engage directly or indirectly in 
any trade or business or undertake any other einployment : 

Provided that an employee may , withoul such sanction , 
undertake honorary work of a social or charitable nature or 
occasional work of a literary , artistic or scientific character , 
subject to the condition that his official duties do not thereby 
suffer. 

( 2 ) Every employee shall report to the competent autho 
lity if any member of his family is engaged in a trade or 
business or owns or manages an insurance agency or Com 
mission agency . 

( 3 ) No employee shall, without the previous sanction of 
the competent authority and except in the discharge of his 
official duties, take part in the registration ; promotion or 
management of 


15 . SUBSCRIPTION 


No employee shall, except with the previous sanction oi 
the Commission or of an authority specified in this behalf, 
ask for or accept contribution to , or otherwise associate him 
self with the raising of, any funds or other collections in 
cash or in kind in pursuance of any object whatsoever . 


16 . GIFTS 


( 1 ) ( a ) Save as otherwise provided in these regulations , 
no employee shall accept or permit any member of his family 
or any person acting on his behalf , to accept any gift. 
Explanation . In this regulation , “ gift” shall include free 

transport, board , lodging or other service or any 
other pecuniary advantage provided by any person 
other than a near relative or a personal friend hay 

ing no official dealings with the employee . 
( 1 ) lo employee shall avoid acccplance of lavish hospi 
tality or frequent hospitality from any individual or fim 
having official dealings with him . 


( a ) anv bank ; 
( b ) any company which is required to be registered 

under the Companies Act, 1956 ( 1 of 1956 ) or any 

other law for the time being in force : 
( c ) any co - operative society for commercial purposes; 
Provided that an employee may take part in the registra 
tion, promotion or management of a Consumer Cooperative 
Society or llouse Building co -operative Society constituted 
substantially for the benefit of employees , and registered 
under the Co - operative Societies Act, 1912 ( 2 of 1912 ) or 
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any other law for the time being in force , or of a literary , 
scientific or charitable society registered under the Societies 
Registration Act, 1860 ( 21 of 1860 ) , or any corresponding 
law in force . 

( 4 ) No employee shall accept any fee or any pecuniary 
advantage for any work done by him for any public body or 
any private person without the sanction of the competent 
authority . 
19. LENDING AND BORROWING 

No employee shall, save in the ordinary course of busi 
ness with a bank , the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
or a firm of standing, borrow money from or lend money to 
or otherwise place himself under pecuniary obligation to any 
person with whom he has or is likely to have official dealings 
or permit any such borrowing, lending or pecuniary obligation 
in his name, for his bcnefit or for the benefit of any member 
of his family . 
20 . INSOLVENCY AND HABITUAL INDEBTEDNESS 

( 1 ) An employec shall avoid habitual indebiedness unless 
he proves that such indebtedness or insolvency is the result 
of circumstances beyond his control and does not proceed 
froin extravagance . 

( 2 ) An employee who applies to be, or is adjudged or 
declared insolvent shall forthwith report the fact to the com 
petent authority . 
21. FEES AND HONORARIA 

( 1 ) No employee shall undertake part time work for a 
private or public body or a private person or persons or 
accept fee therefor without the sanction of the competent 
authority , which shall grant sanction only in exceptional cases , 
when it is satisficd that the work can be undertaken without 
deterinient to his official duties and responsibilities . 

( 2 ) The competent authority may in cases in which it thinks 
fit to grant such sanction , stipulate the amount of fees re 
ce ved by the employee for undertaking the work to be paid 
to the Commission . 
22. MOVABLE , IMMOVABLE AND VALUABLE PRO 

PERTY 

( 1 ) Save as otherwisc provided in sub -regulation ( 3 ) , no 
employee shall, except with the prior permission of the con 
petent authority - - 
c ( a ) acquire or dispose of any iminovable property by 

jcase , mortgage, purchase , sale , gift or otherwise , 
either in his own name or in thc 1 . mc of any mem 
ber of his family , if it is of the value of ten thoul 

Sand rupees or above : 
Provided that any such transaction of the vulue of less than 
len thousand rupees conducted otherwise than through a 
regular or reputed dealer or conducted with a person or firm 
having official dealings with the employee shall also require 
the previous sanction of the competent authority ; 

(b ) construct a house ; 
( c ) undertake , in respect of immovable propeity , iepairs 

or minor construction work , estimated to cost more 

than Rs. 2 ,500 / -; 
( d ) acquire or dispose of immovable property by way 

of dowry . 
Explanation .- The competent authority for the purposes of 

this sub - regulation shall be 
( a ) in the case of an employee , other than an employee 

on foreign service or 011 deputation to the Com 
mission , the Commission except where any lower 
authority has been specified in respect of any cate 

gory of such employees ; 
( b ) in the case of an employee on foreign service or on 

deputation to the Commission , the controlling autho 

rity of the cadre on which such employee is borne. 
( 2 ) Save as otherwise provided in sub - regulation ( 3 ) , no 
employee shall, except with the prior permission of the con 
petent authority , enter into my transaction concerning any 
movable poneily exceerling ten thousand rupees in value , 
whether by way of purchase , sale or otherwisci 


Provided that any such transaction of the value of less 
than ten thousand rupees conducted otherwise than through a 
regular or reputed dealer or conducted with a person or firm 
having official dealings with the employee shall also require 
the previous sanction of the competent authority . 
Explanation 1. - - For the purpose of this sub -regulation , the 

expression “movable property ” includes, inter- alia , 

the following, namely : 
( a ) jewellcry , insurance policies the annual premia of 

which exceeds Rs. 10 ,000 / -, shares, securities and 

debentures ; 
( b ) loans , advances by such employees whether secured 

or not : 
(c ) motor cars, motor cycles, horses or any other means 

of conveyance ;

Explanation ll . -- All purchases made at the same time, in the

( 3 ) All transactions of both immovable and movable pro 
perty made out of the funds ( including stridhan , gifts and 
inheritance ) of the dependents of the employee , irrespective 
vi the persons in whose name the transaction is made, shall 
be reported to the competent authority in the following 
manner, namely : 
( a ) Transactions in immorable property . These tran 

sactions should be reported alongwith the annual 
property return but in a separate form ; no other 

report is necessary . 
(b ) Transactions in movable property . --- These transac 

lions should be reported immediately on their com 
pletion or immediately after the employee comes 
to kpow of them , but in either case , the prior per 

mission of the conipetent authority is not necessary . 
( c ) An employec wbo transfers any immovable property 

or movable property exceeding Rs. 10 ,000 / - in valuc, 
to a member of his family , should report to , or 
obtain the sanction of the competent authority in 

accordance with these regulations. 
( d ) ( i ) Transactions as members of Hindu undivided 

Joint Family do not require the prior permis 
sion of the Commission . 


( ii ) In such cases, transactions in imniovable pro 

perty should be included in the annual property 
return and those in movable property should be 
reported to the competent authority immediately 
after their completion or after the employec 
comes to know of them . 


( iii ) If an employce is unable to give an idea of his 

share of such property , he may give details of 
the full property and the names of the mem 
bers who share it. 


( 4 ) ( a ) Every employec holding a post, the maximum of 
the scale of pay of which is more than Rs. 620 / - per mensem 
shall on the first appointment in the Service , and thereafter 
on the 1st January of each year,submit a return in such 
form as the competent authority may specify in this behalf 
giving the full particulars regarding the immovable property 
owned , acquired or inherited by him or held by him on lease 
or mortgage , either in his own name or in the name of any 
member of his family , or in the name of any other person ; 

( h Tlie competent, authority may also specify at similar 
return in respect of other categories of employees , as and 
when occasion demands. 
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( 5 ) (a ) The competent authority may , at any time, by

23 . VINDICATION OF ACTS AND CONDUCT OF EM

( 1 ) No employce shall, except with the previous sanction 
of the Commission , have recourse to any court or to the 
Press for the vindication of any official act which has been 
the subject matter of adverse criticism or an attack of a 
defamatory character . 

( 2 ) Nothing in this regulation shall be deemed to prohibit 
an employee from vindicating his private character or any 
act done by him in his private capacity and where any action 
for vindicating his private character or any act done by him 
in his private capacity is taken , the cmployce shall submit a 
report to the competent authority regarding such action , 


28. CONSUMPTION OF INTOICATING DRINKS AND 

DRUGS 
An employee shall 
( a ) not be under the influence of any intoxicating drink 

or drug during the course of his duty and shall also 
take due care that the performance of his duties at 
any time is not affected in any way by the influence 

of such drink or drug : 
(b ) refrain from consuming any intoxicating drink or 

drug in a public place ; 
( c ) not appear in a public place in a state of intoxica 

tion ; 
( d ) not use any intoxicating drink or drugs in excess . 
Explanation For the purposes of this regulation , “ public 

place” means any place or premises ( including a 
conveyance ) to which the public have , or are per 
mitted to have , access, whether on payment or other 
wise , 


24 . CONVICTION OR ARREST OF AN EMPLOYEE 

An employee convicted by a court of law or arrested shall 
report promptly the fact of his conviction or arrest to his 
departmental superiors ; and failure to do so shall render him 
liable to disciplinary action on this ground . 


25 . PRESSING OF CLAIM OR SEEKING REDRESS OF A 
GRIEVANCE IN SERVICE MATTERSC 

( 1 ) An employee shall address his immediate superior or 
such other authority at the lowest level, as may be competent 
to deal with service matters . 

( 2 ) An appeal or representation to higher authorities shall 
not be made, unless the appropriate lower authority has al 
ready rejected the claim or refused relief or unduly delayed 
the disposal of the case . 


29 . APPROACHING FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS FOR 

FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 

No employce shall, without the prior permission of the 
Cominission), approach directly or indirectly any foreign 
Government or foreign organisation for financial assistance for 
visiting a foreign country or attending a course abroad . 


( 3 ) A , representation to the Member or the Chairman of 
the Commission shall not be made unless all means of seek 
ing redress from lower authorities have been completely ex 
hausted . 


30 . FORWARDING OF APPLICATIONS 

( 1 ) No employee shall forward any application for em 
ployment elsewhere , except through proper channel. 

( 2 ) An employee shall not forward an application for an 
award of a fellowship or scholarship directly to the authority 
concerned . unless he is sponsored by the Commission or is 
pirmitted to take up such fellowship or scholarship . 

13 ) No enployee shall forward any application for admis 
sion to a foreign university or other institution for attending 
a course of studies without the prior permission of the com 
petent authority , 


( 4 ) No representation , appcal , petition or memorial shall 
he addressed by an employee to the member or the Chair 
man of the Commission personally or to any outside authority 
or an authority not specified under these ięgulations : 


Provided that an employee belonging to the Scheduled 
Caste or Scheduled Tribe may write direct to the Commis 
sioner for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes on matters 
relating to appointments against the reserved quota . 


31. ASSOCIATION OF EMPLOYEES WITH ACTIVITIES 
NOT CONNECTED WITH OFFICIAL DUTIES 


( 5 ) No employee shall send a representation or advance 
copies thereof to higher authorities except through proper 
channel or send copies of a representation to outside autho . 
rities . 


Explanation . An advance copy of a representation may be 

sent direct to the addressee when the stage men 

tioned in sub - regulation ( 2 ) is reached . 
26 . CANVASSING OF NON -OFFICIAL OR OTHER 

INFLUENCE 


( 1 ) An employee may, with the previous sanction in writ 
ing of the competent authority , join an educational institu 
tion or a course of study outside normal office hours provided 
that such pursuit does not detract him from efficient discharge 
of his official duties. 

( 2 ) Subjcct to the observance of the conditions laid down
